REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


_ 


_A little more than two centuries and a half ago the poet: 
Milton said that ‘‘ A complete and generous education fits a 
man to perform justly, skilfully, and magnanimously all the 
offices, both public and private, of peace and war.” If we de- 
vote a little thought to this statement, we shall find that no 
better definition of the purpose of education has since been 
written. If our pupils are not forming correct habits of thought, 
speech, and action ; if they are not becoming better fitted, men- 
tally, morally, and physically, for the various duties of life; and 
if they are not learning to be more just, skilful, and magnani- 
mous,—then there must be defects in our system of education. 

Compared with this standard, how are the schools of Henniker 
progressing? In an endeavor to answer this question, we can- 
not speak with mathematical exactness, but must mention gen- 
eral results. 

We believe that considerable progress has been made in the 
right direction during the past year. Our teachers have been 
as faithful as those of former years, and, so far as literary 
qualifications are concerned, will rank far above many hereto- 
fore employed. Pupils generally have been well disposed, and 
we are glad to see that the inclinations of a majority are more 
just, peaceful, and magnanimous than were the inclinations of 
a multitude of pupils twenty-five years ago. We are sorry, 
however, that a few rude boys, lacking courage to. engage in 
open rebellion, have tried, in various contemptible ways, to: 
cause trouble for their teachers, and to impair the value of the 
schools which they have attended. Such conduct is detestable 
and unwarranted, and the boys themselves are the greatest 
losers thereby, for they can take no surer course to forfeit the 
respect and confidence of all sensible people. Boys and girls 
should be taught at home, as well as at school, the importance 
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of good manners. ‘Teachers and school boards are not able to 
control actions and influences outside the school-room, and con- 
sequently are not responsible for all defects that are found. 
The course that too many parents take in permitting their chil- 
dren to do as they: please in all things, at home and abroad, is 
a great stumbling-block in the way of good order and proper 
discipline. If a child is encouraged or permitted to speak ill of 
his teacher, to stay out of school whenever he pleases, and to 
be disobedient when he does attend, he will be far more liable 
to have little or no respect for the law of the land when he 
reaches the age of manhood. } 

We are pleased to believe that a great many parents and 
ouardians have desired to codperate with our teachers and with 
the school board, and have tried to do much toward making our 
schools successful. Many have assisted and encouraged by 
their visits to the school-room. We wish that all parents would 
follow their example. No sensible person would send a young 
child to the paper-mill or to the shoe-factory for the purpose of 
reporting the process of manufacturé, the efficiency of the super- 
intendents, or the probable gain or loss to the company; but 
too many people trust completely to the reports of young chil- 
dren for their information relative to the value and success of 
schools. No greater mistake can well he made. Children are 
very apt to misjudge unwittingly a teacher’s acts, and to distort 
the meaning of her words, while a few, we fear, do so inten- 
tionally. Parents, visit the schools and learn for yourselves. 

The old evil, irregularity of attendance, still exists, and casts 
its blighting, withering influence over our schools. La grippe 
can justly be held responsible for many black marks in the 
school registers, but much of the blame must be borne else- 
where. The State Superintendent of Public Instruction, in one 
of his annual reports, speaks of this great, and, in a multitude 
of instances, inexcusable evil, as follows: 

‘¢In every town there are parents, who, either too ignorant 
to appreciate or too selfish to regard the interests of society or 
the welfare of their children, will, for the paltry value of a 
child’s labor, or to gratify its love of play, become the conscious 
or unconscious agents in disturbing the discipline, breaking 
down the classification, and destroying the usefulness of schools. 


‘ 
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by causing or allowing their children to be continually irregular 
in their attendance. ‘The waste of school funds and the loss of 
intellectual and moral power to the community from this source 
are incalculable, for the good and the bad suffer alike from this 
unconscious criminality. As things are, it is impossible for 
teachers or school boards to remove the evil. The difficulty is 
one that has its seat in the moral condition of the community, 
and can only be eradicated by reformation at its source.” 

Too much skimming over books, without mastering their 
principles, has sometimes been allowed in many of our schools: 
Many pupils, frequently encouraged by mistaken or over-indul- 
gent parents, have been intensely anxious to pass rapidly from 
one book to another, without understanding the contents of 
any. Such action is only a waste of time. for a mere smatter- 
ing of the various branches does but little good. Thoroughness 
should be the motto of every school, although faithful teachers, 
adopting this rule, are often unjustly condemned. To illustrate: ' 
A boy may be working problems in interest without being able 
to repeat the multiplication table. If required to learn that, a 
great hue and cry is raised because the poor child is kept back 
in his studies. Such action on the part of parents and friends 
is injudicious, and calculated to injure the schools. It is to be 
hoped that all concerned will also recollect that the school laws 
of the state now in force do not require teachers to supply dull, 
backward pupils with brains. 

A revolution in the method of teaching the use of the English 
language appears to be needed. Should a teacher compel her 
pupils to learn all the rules of arithmetic without putting any 
of them into practice, she would be considered very unwise; 
but similar. methods prevail largely in the study of language. 
Pupils are compelled to memorize the rules of grammar without 
understanding their meaning, and consequently derive little or 
no benefit therefrom. Less memorizing of dry rules, and more 
practice in speaking and writing good English, should be our 
motto. Too many of our pupils leave school without being able 
to write a decent letter. Some teachers fail sadly in this par- 
ticular. This matter demands serious attention. The power 
of speaking and writing correctly is of far greater importance 
than skill in working out useless arithmetical puzzles, or the

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ability to repeat glibly minor and unimportant portions of the 
modern geographical encyclopedias now published for the use 
of schools. | 

In order to accomplish this and other reforms, we need the 
best teachers that can possibly be secured. If they cannot be 


found in Henniker, then we must look for them elsewhere. . 


Teaching is rapidly being recognized as a profession, and no 
person not qualified by nature and education should try to enter 
its ranks. It has well been said that ‘‘ The power of teaching a 
little depends upon the power of knowing a great deal.” ‘The 
day of young, poorly educated teachers is swiftly passing away, 
while the demand for competent, well trained teachers is steadi- 
ly increasing. Every teacher desiring to continue in the work 
should subscribe for one or more educational journals. Other 
trades and professions patronize the periodicals that are pub- 
lished in their interests, and no teacher who has any love or 
regard for her calling can afford to lose the help and inspiration 
to be derived from reading one or more of the excellent educa- 
tional publications. 

We welcome the new free text-book law as an important step 
in the right direction. Under its wise provisions we believe 
that our schools will become more successful. In the course of 
time the expense to the town for each pupil must be consider- 
ably less than it has been heretofore, although until the system 
is fairly inaugurated there will be probably no perceptible de- 
crease. The law would be a great advantage, however, were 
there to be no saving financially, for schools supplied with 


needed text-books at the very beginning of each term will be 


enabled to make good use of much precious time formerly 
wasted by reason of enforced idleness and imperfect classifica- 
tion, the value of which cannot be estimated in dollars and 
cents. 

We believe that eur common schools, as a whole, are equal to 
those of any adjoining town, and in some instances superior. 
When we criticize, we do so hoping that those who are at fault 
will strive to change their course, and that those who are inter- 
ested in the cause of education will try to aid teachers and 
school boards in every attempt to bring the schools of Henniker 
nearer perfection. Let us not be satisfied until our schools 
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shall have attained to the highest degree of excellence within 
our teach, so that when our young people go out into the world 
they may be able to perform justly, skilfully, and magnani- 
mously the duties of any honorable position to which they may 
be called. 


THE SCHOOL AT THE ACADEMY. 

In accordance with a vote of the town passed at the last 
annual meeting, your school board made arrangements for two 
terms of school in which the higher branches should be taught. 
The trustees of Henniker academy cheerfully tendered the use 
of that building, and it was deemed wise to accept their kind 
offer. The school-room is pleasantly situated, and well adapted 
to school purposes. 

After considering several applications from teachers, that of 
Aubrey B. Call, A. B., a graduate of Bates college, class of 
’89, appeared most favorable, and Mr. Call was unanimously 
chosen principal. He is a faithful teacher, a good disciplin- 
arian, and has given excellent satisfaction. 

The fall term commenced September 9, 1889, continued 
twelve weeks, and was attended by nineteen pupils. The sec- 
ond term, now in session, commenced February 11, and is 
attended by thirty-one pupils. This increase in attendance 
rendered the services of. an assistant teacher highly desirable. 
Mrs. A. B. Call has been engaged to perform the duties of that 
position, and the results thus far are very gratifying. 

Everything considered, the school has prospered ina pleas- 
ing manner, exceeding our expectations. 

Could funds sufficient for three terms be secured, our district 
schools might be relieved more easily of classes scarcely belong- 
ing in them, and poorly accommodated at the best, yet inter- 
fering greatly with the advancement of younger pupils. 

The success of the school, the increase in attendance, the 
interest manifested by our citizens, and the heroic efforts made 
by many pupils to attend, indicate most emphatically that ‘a 
_ school of this kind is needed, and that it should be continued.

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REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF HENNIKER 
FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


On the 28th day ot September, 1888, Miss Mary Washburn, 
of Pine Farm, of Newton, Mass., having in charge several boys 
of that institution placed in different families in Henniker, ex- 
pressed a desire, in a letter addressed to Mrs. E. Maria Cogs- 
well, that a reading club be formed in Henniker, not only for 
these children, but for all others interested, and offered, if suit- 
able encouragement were given, to furnish some books, papers, 
and magazines, provided the people of Henniker would furnish 
a portion likewise. Mrs. Cogswell immediately became inter- 
ested in the matter, and through her influence, and her persist- 
ent and persevering efforts, a club was formed numbering 163 
members, their ages varying from four years to ninety-two, 
each one paying the small sum of ten cents for the year, each 
member’s name being placed on the record book, by reason of 
which, and other gifts of money, and the net receipts of a levee 
held for that purpose, books, papers, and magazines were added 
to this collection. 

On January 25th, 1889,°a meeting was held at Mrs. Cogs- 
well’s, which was opened with prayer. An organization was 
effected under the title of Henniker Free Library Association, 
and officers were chosen. Very soon after, a valuable donation 
of books was received from H. B. Kirk, of New York city, and 
donations of current magazines from Mrs. 8. C. Loring, of Bos- | 
ton, Mrs. Belle C. Green, of Nashua,.and books and magazines 
from fourteen residents of the town. The Association, desiring 
to make this a permanent organization, had an article placed in 
the town warrant to see what action the town would take in 
regard to a library. The town, at its annual meeting in March, 
1889, voted to establish a public library, and appropriated $200 
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therefor, and elected five trustees to take charge of the same. 
The officers of Henniker Free Library Association, after due 
consultation with the members thereof, held a meeting at the 
house of Mrs. Cogswell, and voted unanimously to turn over to 
the town library, through its officers, all the reading matter 
belonging to the Association, together with its funds then on 
hand, and its own good-will. | 

The trustees having received the property of the Association, 
engaged a room in Mr. Emerson’s block, and Mrs. Cogswell as 
librarian, and removed the books from Mrs. Cogswell’s to that 
room, she having acted as librarian up to this time, exchanging 
books every day in the week and at all hours of the day or 
evening. The trustees voted to have the library open for 
exchanging books every Saturday, from 2 to 5 and from 7 to 9 
o'clock p. mM. The library was opened for distribution of books 
from this room on Saturday, May 11. A book-case used by 
the library formed several years ago, with a few books saved 
from said library, was placed in the room. A table was given > 
by Dea. Horace Childs, and chairs by Mr. Emerson. In June 
the Reform Club presented a sum of money to the library. 
With that money, together with the money received from the 
Association, 34 volumes were purchased. 

Donations of books have been received from Mrs. Olive Baker 
Bowman, Miss Edna Dean Proctor, Mr. and Mrs. Willis Howe, 
Mrs. Mary L. Whitney, Mrs. Sarah Brooks, Mrs. Annie Frances 
Pillsbury, Mr. Silas G. Gage, Mr. N. J. Bachelder, Mr. Frank 
A. Gordon, Mrs. Oliver Pillsbury, Mrs. Adaline S. Cook, Mr. 
John H. Rice, Mrs. J. M. Daly, Mrs. Ella Bardeen-and family, 
Mrs. Charles Darling, Mr. and Mrs. Edwin Wadsworth, and, 
after the death of Mrs. A. F. Pillsbury, 50 volumes belong- 
ing to her library were presented by Mr. Gilbert Pillsbury, to 
to all of whom a hearty vote of thanks has been extended. _ 

From thirty-nine residents of the town books have been 
received, ranging in number from one volume to thirteen. 
From W. C. T. U of Henniker, four volumes. Mrs. Vasta 
Abbot presented $20 to be expended for books. ‘The books 
were selected by Wm. O. Folsom. A check for $50 has been 
placed in the hands of the librarian by Newell Webster, of 
Helena, Montana, to be expended at her own best judgment and 
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pleasure. Owing to the illness of the librarian, only a portion 
of this money has been expended. | 

It was a matter of regret to the trustees that it became nec- 
essary to call in the books for cataloguing during the long win- 
ter evenings, but the appropriation not being received till 
December, no other course could be taken. Two hundred and 
thirteen volumes have been purchased, and there are now on 
the shelves 584 volumes of bound books. Of these, 120 vol- 
umes are histories, 50 biographies, 65 travels, 49 miscel- 
laneous, 10 poetry, 17 philosophy, science, and religion, 250 
fiction, and 23 books of reference, and quite a collection of 
books in paper covers, and magazines. 

The work of covering and cataloguing the books purchased 


~ has been done by the trustees, assisted by seven ladies, who 


kindly volunteered their services. The book-case was _ pre- 


sented by Mr. John Gutterson; the paper for covering books 


and the use of the stove for heating the library-room, by Mr. H. 
A. Emerson. Many offices of kindness have been rendered by 
our generous townspeople, for which the trustees wish here to 
express their sincere thanks, as they have many times been 
agreeably surprised at the interest manifested, and the cordial- 
ity and earnestness with which they have offered assistance. 

Believing as they do that the library as an educator is the 
best aid which can be given to our school system, and realizing 
the influence for good which it is capable of exerting over the 


whole community, the trustees most earnestly recommend it to 


your fostering care, and urge that a liberal appropriation be 


-made for its support.
